Inthe Month of ful laft, the faid Ship Worceffer, aftet a 
long fuccefsful Voyage to, and from, the Eaft-Indies, met 
} ~ with bad Weather onthis Coaft, and putinto Leith-road, near 
: Edinburgh, where the Captain and Crew believed themfelves 
| fafe, being at home as itwere, under Her Majeftys Protection 
t and Government, and (as they thought) among Chriftians, 
] and defign’d to refrefh themfelves with frefh Provifions, and 
‘other neceflaries, before they proceeded to England. Captain 
1 -  Greew the Commander, at feveral times, invited feveral Per- 
| fons of Note on Board, where he entertain’d ’em with all 
4maginable Civilities and Refpect,and perhaps might too freely 
talk of the fuccefs of his Voyage, and value of his Cargo, 
: not dreaming he was encompas'd by fuch a Number of hungry 
| _ voracious. Wolves. But oh the mighty Forée of Indigence! 
Pia The fight of this Rich Shi and Cargo in their Harbour, va- 
Ined at 3000000._/, St (a Sight! their Eyes, nor the 

Eyes of their Foréfathers had never {een) in all probability fo 
animated their Avarice, that they refolv’d they would never 

- lofe this bleffed opportunity, butdivide the {weet Morcel ae 
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mong’em. Their. Mouths water'd fo, they could hardly for 


bear while they fram’d a righteous pretence (according to the 


old laudable way) which being foon furnifh’d with, their next 
contrivance Was to get her fafe into their Pofieffion, which 
they concluded muft be by furprize, when they next fhould, 


be invited on Board , and in the mean time refoly’d to keep a 


fair Correfpondence with’em. So flily and uprightly were. 
matters carried, that nomanner of Umbrage was given, nor 
the leaft fufpicicus word dropd, well knowing if it fhould- 
take Air, fhe might chance to give em the Drop; andif the 
was fo minded, that all the Royal Navy of Scotland was not 
able to ftop her. a ae ae 
The Hypocritical Plot fucceeded to their Wifhes, for being 
foon after entertain‘d very handfomly on Board, they in a moft 
grateful manner Read to the Captain and Officers, their Orders 
for feizing the Ship and Cargo for the ulecf theS$cotch Indian 
and African Company, by way of Reprizal, fora Ship of. 
theirs unjuftly feiz'd (as they pretended) by the Exglih Eaf- 
India Company ; and for breaking Bulk ontheir Coaft, with — 
feveral other pretences ; and having brought with’em fuffici- 


ent force to. fecure Her, , after they had. gotten Poffeffion, 


they oblig’d the Caprain and Crew to leave her, and: go 
afhore, and feal’d up the Hatches ; and this.they did. in the 
Face of the Government, notwithftanding the ill Blood’twas 
hke to breed between the two Nations; and pretended to 
Juftify chemfelves by Reafon, and keep herby Law.

but finding all means hitherto ineffectual, and that the Seizers | 
were very bufie in their high Court of Admiralty, to get her, ro eeii | 
condemn’d as Prize, crc. They were forc’d to begin a very, 
troublefome and expenfive {uit with’em here, in order to re- 
coverher. And fo far was thisSeizure from being Lawful or, 
Juft, that the Africaz Company were not able to Condemn, ~ 
her, or Defend themfelves, even bere in their own Courts ;: 
and-about the Middle of December \aft, ihe was in a very fair: 
way of being clear’d, to the great Mortification of the Pro- 
fecuters... But they forefeeing this fometime before, and not.

' Vefiel,.and gave many fufpicion to believe *twas She was ta- 


ken by the Worcefler . and that he and his Men who were all 
Scotch, were thus Barbaroufly Murder’d; defigning thereby to 
incenfe the Mobb ( who nodoubt on’t imagin’d, fo many of 


their Friends and Relations were Butcher’d, ) and fire the » 
Breaits of all concern’d, nay, the whole-Kingdom, with fuch - 
. juft Refentments as would almoft-make it a National Quarrel, 


which would the more: effectually carry on the profecution, 


and: fecure to’em the pofleffion of her ; and the -fuccefs they 


had, evine’d their defigns were well laid. . 


This. Captain Drammona’s Ship was a Sloop call’d the Speedy 


Retarn, belonging to the Scotch African and India Company ; 


who (with the Covtent Brigantine) their whole Eaf India- 
Fleet, fail’d from Leth Road in May 1701.. Defigning a Tra- 


ding Voyage to Maddagafcar and the Mallabar Coaft, and 


_ hadnot- then-been once heard of ; though. fince the Arrival 


fied what. is become of her, 


_. They were not fo lucky in the choice of Evidences, as they * 
were of their Crime and Veffel: For after feveral Cautious - 
Attempts and Fetches upon thofe of the-Crew-. they judg’d » 
-mofifitto be madefuch Bloody Tools, finding they could make - 
little of *em, they contented themfelves with forme: Foolifh, : 
Iimpertinent, and perhaps Drunken Expreffions extorted from - 
’em, which they-ftretch’d and: bandied to ferve their Turn, . 
and imprevd at the Tryal to Corroborate the Depofitions of 

their Evidences, which indeed-wanted ftrong {upport 5 how- 

‘ever Evidences they muft-have, therefore rather than fail, 
_they. contented themfelves wi: ha brace of thofe Left-handed : 
Animals calld Negroes, whom Nature has diftinguifh’d by : 
~ their dif{mal hue irom Mankind, as aMark of their: a . 
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fordid, implacable Tempers, and pérverfe Inclinations: They — 
fee fome degrees below Humanity ,a Compound of Manand — 
Beaft, and befides Speech, have onty the dreggs of the Nature 
of the former, to diftinguifh’em from the latter. Nothing of | 
the bright Image of the great Creator appears in’em ; no. — 
thing of the Variety, Juftice, Generolity or Humanity of 
Man, their Mind is always fill’d with Bafenefs; and ‘tis noto- 
rioufly known they are ftrongly inclin’d to Mifchief, and ea- 
fily practis’d upon to engage in the moft Bloody and Inhumane 
Villaniés, inftances of which, Hiftory abounds with ; of thefe 
fort of Creatures ‘twas that the Evidences were chofen, how 
fit let the whole World judge ! Wretches that know nothing - 
of the Ties of Blood! who Murder their deareft Friends, and 
{ell their Fathers, Brothers and Sifters for Trifles! Wretches, 
that when Infants, imbibe {uch Ridiculous conceits of God and 
a future State, as can neverafter be Eradicated that after 
20 years Inftruétion in the Chriftian Religion,have fuch crude 
confus’d and ftupid Notions of it; whither thefe could be 
(uppos’d to have’ a lively fenfe of their Danger in taking fuch 
Bloody Oaths, or whither proper perfons to be entrufted with ~ 
the Lives or Deaths of fomany Men,and with fuch a Cargo, let 
any unprejudic’d Man Judge? Oh, but fay fome, thefe Blacks - 
were Chriftians, and had a knowledge in the great Myfteries _ 
of our Holy Religion beyond Expefation. But if many — 
confidetable Perfons may be believ’d, they were made Chri- | 
- {tians only to be made Evidences of, which is a moft herrid 
and di/mal part of the Tragedy, an Action never kd3wn be-— 
fore, tomake Ditciples of the Meek and Peaceable ‘fe/us, on 
purpofe to Embrue their Hands in the Blood of fo many Men! 
This was makinga Cloak of Religion witha Witnefs, debafing

They had indeed another Evidence, May the Surgeon, wha 
(as Gaptain Gree obferved in his Dying Speech ) humour’d — 
the Malicious Plot more'thana Man. of Juftice could do, 
however, nothing that he Swore affected their Lives, being 
al ~ title.
